Auburn's Training Tells. 

At the end of the first ha'f the Georgia 
boys looked and the Auburn 
gridsters, while a little dazed, seemed fitter 
than ever.

a@ tevehaown. The pace was too hot tor 
Georgia.

Cox’s Sensational Run. 

Jones, halfback, had been sent out of the 
Game and Cox came in to relieve him. Af- 
ter a couple of short runs around the ends, 
©ox was entrusted with the pigskin for a 
try through tackie. He went through, but 
unwilling to stop with the mere carrying 
out of a five-yard contract, caught the 
contagion of Auburns work, and 
with the score 18 to 13 in favor of Ai.abama, 
threw himself past a couple of his oppo- 
nents, shook off another and sprinted in 
startling style straight for Auburn’s home. 
And nothing could stop him nor any one 
touch him until be tumbled across the gual

On the kick-out followed the unfortunate 
disagreement, and while the game is Au- 
burn’s by decision, it is to be regretted that 
it was not finidhed. There is left too much 
room for crimination and recrimination and 
“ifs” and “buts” tiresome dicecus- 
sions that invariably any game 
wihere the result materialized 
through the active playing of the men.

By Hard Training Auburn Managed 
To Win—The Game as It Was 
Played, in Detail. 

An audience of 4,000 people saw Georgia 
go down before Auburn yesterday after- 
noon. Georgia came on the field in deplor- 
able physical condition, but with a brass 
band to boost the men along over discour- 
aging places and in spite of the audience 
that was all with Georgia, in spite of en- 
couraging words from the side ‘ines, and in 
spite of the brass band, the Georgians lost. 
That Auburn won even after the great ad- 
Vantage for her opponents in which the 
first half ended, was no surprise to many 
around the side lines, who saw plainly that 
Georgia could not stand up under the terri- 
ble exertion of the play through the entire 
game. Four of the Georgia team were laid 
out in the second half principally from ex- 
haustion, and one was so far gone that he 
Was compelled to leave the game for good. 
The Auburn eleven won out by sheer 
pluck and an ability to stick to their work 
that Georgia could not exhibit. During the 
Kame not one of the Auburn men was 
forced to leave the field, and as the con- 
test progressed the strength and determina- 
tion of the men seemed to grow each mo- 

ment instead of becoming less. 

Under the rules of the Southern Intercol- 
legiate Association, following the decision 
of the referee, the game ended in a

With the ball in Georgia’s possession and 
the darkness that had come over the scene 
in her favor, it is also probable one of her 
backs would have run clear of the crowd 
as Cox had done only a moment 
and carried in a lightning dash to the Au- 
burn goal. 

A Game of Brilliant Plays. 

The most stre@?ng feature of the

score of 18 to 0 in Auburn's favor, but 
in the actual work of the game Georgia | 
scored as many touchdowns as Auburn, 
and lost on points as a result of the inabili- 
ty of Quarterback Huff to kick two goals. 

When Captain Walden. of Georgia, order- 
ed his men off the field with eight minutes 
and thirty seconds still to play, Auburn had 
scored eighteen points to Georgia’s seven- 
teen and the indications are that in the re- 
maining time either Georgia or Auburn 
would have scored another touchdown. 

The Game Stops Suddenly. 

The struggle came to an end before the 
last half was up, in a squabble between 
Cavtain Walden, of Georgia, and Umpire 
Rust, with the result that Georgia refused 
to play the game »dut and left the field, 
rather than accept a_ decision rendered 
against her. The point in question was one 
that lay wholly in the province of the 
umpire to decide, and that Official decided, 
according to his statement, as to what he 
thought was right, and according to his 
knowledge of the fame. Cox, the left half- 
back of Georzia, had just seored a touch- 
after a bdrillli forty 
yards down the field after plowing through 
the larger part of the Auburn team and 
evading two tackles from the Auburn 
backs. The ball was given to Quarterback 
Huff near the north end of the Auburn 
goal line for a kick out, and the Auburn 
men were lined vp behind their goal. while 
the Georgia team was scattered about the 
field for a fair catch necessary before the 
goal could be tried. Huff sent the oval 
high in air, and before it reached Cox, who 
was standing in position to receive the 
kick, the Auburn men broke from their 
position and interfered with the catch.

In circling the end for steady 
gains Wheeler and Haralson, of Auburn, 
and McIntosh, of Georgia, did some of the 
prettiest work ever seen in this city. The 
principal figure tn the two eleveng, the 
man on whom the victory of Auburn so 
much depended, was Captain Mitcham, the 
right guard whose bucks time and again 
carried the oval nearer Georgia’s goal, and 
who, durfng the entire game, never 
failed to gain when the ball was

The work Ritchie and Walden, the 
Georgia tackles, was of the winning order, 
and the bucks of the former, when given 
the ball, netted repeated gains for the red 
and black. The tackles had no support 
from the rest of the line, and without that 
their individual efforts were of no avail. 

How the Game Started. 

The Georgia eleven reached the park 
first, and the wearers of the red and black 
were greeted with a hearty cheer from the 
large crowd that had already assembled. 
The men lined up in a circle for a prelimt- 
nary practice and for a few moments the 
ball was passed rapidly while the men 
were getting heated up for thelr work. 

The appearance of the Auburn team was 
the signal for great applause and the de- 
fenders of the orange and blue ran on the 
field a few moments after the arrival of the 
Georgians. The selection of officials re- 
quired only a short time, and at the toss-up 
between Captain Mitcham and Captain

Walden the latter won and chose the west 
goal, with the wind in his favor, while 
Captain Mitcham was given the ball for the 
Kick-off. With all her weakness and want 
of training, it cannot be denied that the 
luck at the very start was against Georgia. 
At the kick-off the ball came on a bound 
to Ritchie, the big tackle of the Georgia, 
who fumbled it, and lke a flash, Auburn 
had fallen on the oval and the two teams 
lined up on Georgia’s thirty-five yard line, 
with the ball in Auburn’s possession, 

Haralson tries left end with a gain of 
three yards. Feagin is sent around right 
end for four yards and Skeggs smashes 
through the center for five yards. Mitcham 
is brought back of the line for a buck, and 
the heavy guard goes through an opening 
made for him for a gain of seven yards. 
Park and Wheeler each get three yards in 
tries around end. With the ball neariy on 
her five-yard line, .Georgia rallies in her 
last ditch and Haralson can make nothing 
at left end. Skeggs moves the oval two 
vards farther on and Mitcham smashes into 
the line, but only gets one yard for his 
effort.. The plucky Auburn captain again 
smashes away at center, and this time the 
bal] is carried over and landed safely behind 
Georgia's goal for the first touchdown of 
game. Time, three minutes. Mitcham 
misses goal and the score stands 4 to 0 
in favor of the orange and blue. 


Georgia Begins Her Rushes. 

Jones, of Georgia, kicks off for forty 
yerds, and the ball is fumbled by Feagin, 
who tries to bring it out from behind the 
Auburn goal line. Jones falls on the oval 
behind the opponent’s goal and. score 4a 
touchdown for Georgia. Time 5 minutes. 
Here the hard luck which, at the first of 
the contest had seemed to settle on Geor- 
gia, shifted over to Auburn, and Georg a 
managed her first touchdown through 
sheer luck. although the play was @ le- 
svitimate one, and an essential part of the 
game. Huff sends the ball straight through 
the goal posts, and the score stands 5 to 4, 
in Georgia’s favor. 

Auburn kicks off, and Huff secures 
ball and brings it ten yards up the field 
before he is brought down by the weight 
of the Auburn men. MeIntosh goes around 
left end for five yards. Lyndon gets 
three yards in at center and Jones, who is 
sent through tackle, fumbles the ball, but 
Georgia secures it in the scrimmage that 
follows. In snapping the ovai back, Huff 
fumbles, and Mitcham falls on it. Haral- 
son is sent away at left end and gets one 
yard. The plucky halfback again tries 
the end, but is thrown back with a loss of 
one yard. He is given the oval again for 
the third trial, but fails to get the required 
five yards, and the ball goes over to Geor- 
via on downs. Ritchie is brought back for 
a buck, and the bg tackle pushes through 
center for-three yards. 

At this point on a puzzling pass from 
Huff to Jones and from Jones to Huff 
arain, the midget quarter back dashes 
around left end and goes thirty-five yards 
before he is borne down. McIntosh makes 
a’ hard run around left end for twenty 
yards, and the ball is approaching the Au- 
burn goal line for the second time. Mitch- 
am here aids Georgia by getting off-side, 
and the punishment of five yards is 
promptly meted out by Umpire Rust. 
Ritchie bucks for four yards. Huff re- 
peats the fake pass, and Auburn is again 
tak by surprise while the fast quarter- 
back is gaining fifteen yards and another 
touchdown for Georgia. Time tifteen min- 
utes. On the kick out for a try as goal 
Georgia fumbles the oval and thereby loses 
the right to kick for another point. Score, 
Georgia, 9; Augurn, 4. 

Georgia Gains with Ease. 

It is seen here, as throughout the first 
half, that Georgia has no trouble in carry- 
ing the ball forward and her coaches feel 
sure of victory if the men can last till 
the end of the game. Mitcham kicks off for 
Auburn and Huff brings the ball out twen- 
tv-five yards. Jones gets three yards at end. 
Heidt two yards. Jones again takes the ball 
three yards. Auburn is offside and loses 
five vards. Melntosh trips around left 
end for five yards. Walden gets three 
vards on a buck at center, but here on Au- 
burn’s forty-yard line Georgia makes a bad 
femble and the ball goes over to Au- 
burn. 

Haralson carries the ball ecicht vards 
arcund left end Harvey four yards 
through the line and Haralson three on a 
pass. Feagin gets clear of the mass and 
carries the oval fifteen yards for a beauti- 
ful run and is brought down by a hard 
tackle from Walden. Feagin and Haralson 
try in turn at the Georgia line, but cannot 
get the required distance and Mitcham is 
brought back to save the ball to Auburn. 
The Auburn captain smashes into center for 
four yards and the bal} is his at first down.

Second Half Begins,’ 

The second half of the game fells a dif- 
ferent story, and there Georgia, who has 
the game in sight, succumbs to the supe- 
rior training of the Auburn boys. Georgia 
left the fleld at the close of the first half 
very mucn elated, and doubtless suffering 
from the old trouble of over confidence. 
Auburn remained on the field and waa en- 
tertained during the ten minutes’ rest by a 
talk from Coach Heisman. 

There is no doubt but that the 
of Georgia Was superior in almost 
respect to that of Auburn's during the 
thirty-five minutes of the first half. The 
Georgia boys showed plainly that they did 
not lack a knowledge of the game, and also 
displayed the effort of splendid coaching.

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them, and however much they knew of 
the game, they were not in the condition 
physically to show it in the second half. 
The line went to pieces, was shattered by 
the rushes of the light Auburn backs and 
the Alabama boys gained strength as Geor- 
gia lost it. 

Jones, of Georgia, kicked off and Mitcham 
fumbled on a fair catch, but fell on the 
ball in a maes of players. Auburn lines 
up with rapidity and. puts the ball in play 
before Georgia wakes up to the emergency 
of the moment. Haralson gets ten yaris 
around end. Wheeler makes three, Mitch- 
and two and again five. McCutcheon makes 
a beautiful tackle in an open field of Har- 
alson, who has gone ten yards with the 
ball. Mitcham bucks the line for five yards 
and takes it immediate!y, without a sign of 
exhaustion, for fifteen yards straight 
through guard. 

Jones is injured and his place is taken 
by Cox. Mitcham begins his battering 
again and for a number of downs he keeps 
the ball constantly, always for a gain. 
From the Auburn ninety-yard line the bail 
is bucked down tle field to Georgia’s ten- 
yard line and there the heavy Georgians 
make no effort to stop the rusia of Auburn, 
and Mitcliam takes the ball over tie line 
for a touchdown. The goal is an easy one 
and Mitcham kicks it, the ball going square- 
ly between the posts. Score, Auburn, 9; 
Geogeia, 13. 

Mitcham kicks off and Georgia lines up 
with the ball on her twenty-yard line and 
begins ‘hammering away at Auburn’s for- 
wards. Then men are meetigg a wall in the 
little Alabama team and Georgia’s efforts 
to gain through the center are childish. 
Huff kicks on tkirad down and Georsia gets 
the ball in the ceater of the field. Georgia 
tries the ends. and then the center, but her 
men cannot wake up to the fact Uhat she 
has yet the game to win. 

The ball goes over to Auburn after three 
feeble runs around end, and Mitcham starts 
off the gains for Auburn with ten yards 
through the mass of Georgia men. Wheeler 
gets three, Mitcham. four yards and 
gin three. The ball is brougfnt steadily to 
Georgia's goal again and is finally carried 
over by Park, the little end of Auburn, 
Time, thirteen minutes. Mitetham kicks 
goal. Seore; Auburn, 14; Georgia, lo. 

Cox Scores a Touchdown. 

For the rest of the seance, which became 
uninteresting until Cox made his brilliant 
run of forty yards for a touchdown, Geor- 
gia gave way constantly before the light 
Auburn line and the Alabama boys gained 
the required five yards in three down wita 
the greatest ease. Auburn's fourth touch- 
down was the result of hard bucking and 
splendid training and from the five-yard- 
line the ball is carried over by VWieeler. 
Mitcham missed an easy goal and the score 
now reads: Auburn 18, Georgia 15, 

On the kick off, McCutcheon makes a 
pretty catch and here Georgia makes the 
last brace in the hone that she will stili 
stand some chance for the game. MelIn- 
tosh goes four yards with the ball and 
Ritchie four. Cox is sent around ena for 
the first time since he entered the iame, 
for five yards. Tie is given the ball again 
and the fleet half back skirts the edges 
of the mass and earries the oval for forty 
vards and for the last touch down of the 
game, 

On the kickout, by Huff, the Auburn 
team charges down on Cox, who is stand- 
ing ready to receive the bail, but the um- 
pire holds that Auburn not offside 
spite all the argument that Cifptain Wal- 
den, of Georgiu, can bring out, 

Whether the decision of the umpire was 
the proper one or not Georgia should have 
stuck to the play an@ not left the field, dis- 
eruntled beecuuse the ruling went against 
her. Captain Walden is blamed and justly 
so, for by his act he not only violated an 
unwritten law of the Southern Association, 
Lut he took from Georgia her last chance 
to win the game. Auburn had the best 
chance to win for the -.reason ‘that she 
had the greater number of points at the 
time, but with the ball in her possession 
and-darkness favoring her Georgia woukl 
have also had a chance, and a good one, 
of reaching Auburn's goal once more be- 
fore time was called. 

Auburn was trained to the moment 
the game. Georgia showed little or 
physical endurance, but the fault does not 
lie with Georgia’s coach, but with the men 
themselves, who refused to take his train- 
ing. has a good coach, but she 
needs mcre than anything else men who 
are willing to take ¢raining and abide by 
the rules prescribed by the coach, 


What Coaches and Captain Say. 
With regard Auburn's victory Cap- 

tain Mitcham, said last night: 

Auburi won train- 
ing and the condi- 
tion of her men. I will not say that 
on the points of the game we out- 
played Georgia, but it Was apparent to 
every one at the gume that Auburn 
piayed better during the last half than 
in the first. Georgia just gave ont, the 
men were not prepared. for the hard 
“ame.

Heisman Talks. 

Coach Heisman, of Auburn, said: 

My men were just in better conaition 
than Georgia's, and that tells the whole 
story. The longer Auburn played the 
better- the men took ¢o their work, and 
while Georgia had three or four men 
laid cut during the play, Auburn did 
not have one. 

Captain Walden, of Georgia, felt that the 
umpire had given him the worst of che 
decision at the end of ime, which 
resulted in the withdrawal ot team 
from the field.

We outplaved Auburn in the points of 
the game and all ie long runs were 
made by Georgia. The condition of the 
Inen Was poor, but we should have won 
out as it was. 

What McCarthy Says. 

Coach MeCarthy admitted the defeat of 
his team and blamed it wholly on the poor 
condition of the men.

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Keen Interest in the Result Made 
the Day Lively. 

The footbal] fleld at Piedmont yesterday 
afternoon looked like an oblong island in 
a sea of people. The gridiron was literally 
inclosed by a wall of faces, and such 
changeable faces. One moment the physi- 
ognomies of the people decked in red beam- 
ed with delight, while the faces of those 
who wore the orange and blue were sad. 
The next moment there was a change, and 
the faces once bright looked like they 
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| wete attending a funeral instead of a foot- 


ball game. 

But intermingled with the flushed, ex- 
cited countenances of the men were thou- 
sands of bright faces of the women, and 
their presence made, the scene a Drilliant 
one, 

Yesterday was a glorious day. If all the 
weather men in the country had combined, 
they could not have produced a day to 
order to match the one yesterday. In the 
words of the circus man, it was “the great- 
est day on earth.’ Not a cloud marred the 
beauty of the real cerulean, and the sun 
shone with just enough warmth to meilow 
the chilly air. It was a perfect day. It 
was made for a football game, and before 
it was over one of the greatest football 
games ever played in the south had been 
fought and won. Thousands of dollars had 
changed pockets, spirits once downcast shot 
up like skyrockets, while others that had 
reached the topmost notch came tumbling 
down like the mercury in a snowstorm. 

It was a game of ups and downs, not as 
many touchdowns as downcast spirits. One 
moment the man who had his money on 
Georgia tossed his hat in the air and 
howled like an Indian, and the next mo- 
ment he was trying to get away from the 
jeers of an Audburn crowd. The poor girl 
who pretended to understand the game had 
a nard time keeping up with the score, If 
she had a red and black flag she was sure 
to wave it when the Auburn boys made a 
touchdown, and if she had an orange and 
blue bunting she would hold it proudly alott 
when the Georgia boys were plunging 
through the Auburn line. The fellows with 
the girls did nog have time to expiain. It 
toask all of their energy to keep up with 
the score, and those who had their money 
up scarcely knew how to feel. 

The betting on the game was about eyen; 
occasionally one would hear of some ecn- 
thusiastic man who had bet two to one on 
Auburn, and in a few moments news would 
be received of some other party who placed 
two to one on Athens, but the majority of 
the bets were made at even money, and 
there were many of them. 

When Auburn made the first touchdown, 
after about three minutes of play, bets 
were offered of two to one on the Auburn 
team, and many of them were taken up. In 
a few moments more Athens had scored a 
touchdown, kicked the goal, and then the 
bets were even, After the score stoad 1% 
to 4 in favor of Georgia, bets were made of 
five to one and four to one that Georgia 
would win, and many such bets were 
taken up. But the elated Georgia crowd 
who thought they had it won at the end 
of the first half were doomed to a bitter 
disappointment when the second half open- 
ed. It was sad: in fact, as one pretty girl 
expressed it, “it was awful.’ The way 
those gritty little Auburn men plunged into 
the heavy Georgia line and shattered it 
was remarkable. While the Georgia team 
was clearly the larger in point of weight, 
when it came to playing football, one man 
on the Auburn team knew as many points 
ihe game as any average three of his 
rivals. The Auburn anen not only showed 
better knowledge of the game, but they 
showed that they were better trained. In 
the second thalf they played  parabalos 
around the Georgia team, and their victory 
was a hard-earned one and a glorious one. 
Even had the Georgia .boys made the last 
goal the game would only have been a tie, 
but the umpire decided they were not en- 
titied to it. HENRY W. GRADY,

The work was marvelous, The men 
never fumbled once. For a team to go into 
a game against superior weight and the 
138 to. 4 against them at the begin- 
ning of the half and then win out 
is something unprecedented, in 
the north Yale is noted for her great de- 
termination to fight to the last ditch, but 
here today there has been shown a spirit 
by the Auburn team which would have done 
credit to any team in the eountry. With 
the Auburn team it was a determination 
which said: ‘“‘We-have got to win!” and 
they worked like demons until they accom- 
plished their purpose. To sum up the game 
in a few words, Auburn won hecause her 
men were in ‘hetter physical condition: 
they had more determination, and they 
played so fast that they overcame the ad- 

vantage of Georgia’s weight. 

To Coach J. W. Heisman the credit js 
due of making a winning team out of the 
poorest sort of material. Had it not been 
for his untiring work the game would have 
been the reverse. 

The game today demonstrates the fact 
that perfect condition and team work are 
more eSsential to the make-up of a win- 
ning team than individual effort and mus- 
cular brawn. The game could hardly haye 
been cleaner. While it abounded in magnifi- 
cent tackles. flerce rushes and hard fails, 
still there was no unnecessary roughness. 
The new rules of the Southern Inter-Colle- 
giate Athletic Association, under which 
the game was played, have proven a suc- 
cess, They have eliminated all mass plays. 
thereby decreasing to a minimum the dan- 
ger of accidents. 

Jones, Huff, Lyndon, Cox and MeTIntosh 
did the best work for Georgia. The work of 
the Auburn team was more of a unit. vet 
the playing of Mitcham, Huguby, Wheeler 
and Parks deserves special mention.

An eloquent prayer was delivered by Dr. 
J. T. Plunket, pastor of the Presbyterian 
church, 

Bishop Duncan’s Thanksgiving Sermon 
Standing room was ata premium when 
Bishop Duncan began his Thanksgiving 
sermon. Vivery seat in the church, down-- 
stairs and in the gallery, was jaken, and 

inany were standing in the aisics. 

The bishop took as his text, Matthew, 
x. &: “Freely ye have reeeived; freely 
give.”; and from the sixty-seventh Psalm: 
“let the people praise Thee, oh, God, let 
all the people praise Thee.” and from the 
one hundred and sixteenth Psalm: ‘“‘What 
shall I render unto the Lord for all His 
benefits to me?” 

He began by expressing his regret that 
conferenee is in session on Thanksgiving 
day. as he thought all the preachers ought 
te he at home with their congregations, 
holding Thanksgiving day services among 
their people. 

“Many people don't know the greatness 
of thelr gifts because they have them all 
the time. Many men get to be unmindful 
of litile courtesies and politeness to their 
Wives because they have them at home all 
the time. They forget the blessings that 
ere theirs in their Christtan home. 

“tT am thankful to God for this great gov- 
ernment but the gratitude that is pleasing 
40 God is the gratitude that is manifested 
in lie dally life. Anybody can eet up and 
make a Fourth of July spveech on the 24th 
of November, but {t Is betier to live a Ife 
of eratitude. 

“If I may be pardoned for a political ob- 
servation, 7 am impressed with idea 
that the principal diffcrence between por- 
ties is ins and outs. The man who is 
in Wants to satay in; man who is out 
wants to get in. [I have heard all my life 
that if suena a party gets in power the coun- 
try is ruined, or if such “2 man is elected 
the country will be ruined, ana so on. But 
in spite of these partisan utterances the 
country has gone on and on, and jis greater 
today than ever before, in spite of the re- 
publican party, the democratic party and 
the populist party and their respective vic- 
tories and defeats.” 

He visited foreign 
nowhere had seen more glorious Sunsets, 
more delightfi climates, more happy 
homes than in Georg!is. Referring to Eng- 
land he said: “I thank God for queen Vic- 
toria: for that Christian woman who so 
long has ruled over the greatest empire 
of the world, and who never had a 
breath of scandai agains: her Christian 
name.”’ 

He referred to the siavery of women tn 
India and other countries, and the reason 
jor eratitude that in this country woman 
is the queen of the home and the family. 
Thank God for ovr American homes. 

“I think we ought to be thankful for this 
war in some respects. I don’t think that 
F’resident McKinley—and I honor bim--and 
his congress had this war, but God has, in 
this way, flung oren that eastern door, that 
protestant Christianity as it is in this west- 
ern hemisphere may be known in the east. 
I don’t know what we must do with the 
Tilippines, but I believe God is moving in 
this war, and behind the clouds of war God 
rules and is directing events. Troops from 
the north and west are being encamped 
among us in the south, that we may all 
know each other and learn what a great 
nation we are when cemented together in 
brotherly love.’’ 

He referred to the agricultural, mineral, 
educational and religious biessings of this 
country. “I thank God for religious liber- 
ty—for the ushering in of a brighter day 
when we can clasp hands together—Meth- 
odists, Baptists, Presbyterians and all 
evangelical denominations—all working for 
the glory of God and all able to rejoice in 
each other’s triumphs.”’ 

He closed with an eloquent reference to 
those who are in affliction, and hoped that 
all would realize that they have much to 
be thankful for, in spite of personal gricfs 
and trials. 4 

The services were concluded with prayer 
by W. F. Tillett, dean of the theological 
faculty of Vanderbiit university.

Aiter the uéual announcements for the 
afternoon, committee meetings, and preach- 
ing services in several of the Methodist 
caurches tonight, the conference adjourned 
until 9:30 o'clock Friday. 

“Tne personnel of the North Georgia 
conference does not chang: in any very 
marked degree from ove year to another.” 
said Dr. W. B. Ecradley, of Trinity church, 
Atlanta, “and yet there is a steady im- 
provement. The standard of admission into 
the ordained ministry, in scholarship and 
other qualifications, is steadily being raised, 
and from year to year the aumber ef col- 
lege-bred and well-trained men increases. 
[ think any one who looks over this body 
wili admit it to be the equal of any similar 
body in any denomiration. it is made up 
of our poorest country itinerants as well as 
our best-paid city ministers, and all alike 
are consecrated to their high calling.”’ 

General Clement A. Evans was standing 
near, and I asked thim for his estimate of 
the body, and also what he esteemed to 
be the sentiment of the conference on the 
question of a division into two bodies, He 
replied: 

“It has always been observed that a body 
of preachers presented a fine appearance, 
both physically and intellectually. This is 
true of all ministerial conventions, without 
regard to the denomination to which they 
belong. The Methodist itinerancy requires 
that physical fortitude which is essential 
tO great achievements, together with that 
intellectual development which adapts a 
preacher to his work in the vicissitudes 
Woich await the man who works on th 
Methodist plan. 

“If any one will take a front seat on the 
piatform with the bishon, in the church 
where the confep¢nce is now being held, he 
Can make an ol@ervation for himself, which 
will satisfy h of the high personne] of 
the conferencg members, The greater part 
of them are vigorous young men, who have 
received good educations, and a large nuni- 
ber are graduates of Emory college, and 
the othe ge institutions of learning. 
They have entered early in life in the 
est mission that can be assigned to mortal 
man, and it can be truly sald that thev 
have gone into their. work with a devotion 
and gelf-denial that no other calling re- 
quires. A considerable number of these 
ministers belong tv the class which has 
labored for years.with true success in 
their work. Here and there is to be seen 
a gray-haired soldier of tne cross, who 
has fought well oyer two score years and 
is still efficient to do matured and useful 
éervice. 

“This particular body, constituting the 
North Georgia conference, is very strong, 
not only in numbers, but in all ministerial 
qualificgtions. The conference is generally 
called one of the first and best in the great 
(Methodist connection. This is a true re- 
mark, and does not disparage other confer- 
ences. Its thistory is a great part of the 
history of Georgia's progress; the men who 
have rode in ¢ircuit stations and missions 
for many years have had more influence 
in shaping the best policies of the govern- 
ment than is generally supposed, 

Dividing the Conference. 

‘Many think it would be a pity to divide 
this brotherhood into two parts, or to re- 
arrange just now the former division of 
the Georgia into South Georgia and Nortn 
Georgia conferences. The question of divis- 
ion ‘has not arisen on account of any dis- 
satisfaction or friction of any kind; neither 
is there any self-seeking or office-seeking 
that causes the proposition. There will be 
the same hard work and poor pay, the 
same long-circuit rides and troublesome city 
stations, the same general duties, whether 
the conference stays as it is or is divided. 
The main question is whether the division 
will be for the best interest of the church 
at this time. 

“Augusta is entertaining fhis noble body 
in a superb manner, as I well Knew the 
dear old city would. The preachers are all 
praising the beauty of the city, the evi- 
dences of its thrift, and the great hospital- 
ity of its people.”’ 

As Genera! Evans concluded, Dr. Stradley 
added: ‘‘And you can say that the senti- 
ment of the Atlanta delegation to the con- 
ference is generally opposed to the- propo- 
sition to divide the conference.”’ 

Atlanta’s Delegation. 

Atlanta is well represented in the con- 
ference. Her delegation includes Dr. W. P. 
Lovejoy, presiding elder of the South At- 
lanta district; Dr. R. J. Bigham, presiding 
elder of the North Atlantic district; Dr. 
W. B. Stradley, of Trinity church, and 
Hon. W. A. Hempaill, Jayman from the 
same congregation; Dr. Walker Lewis, of 
the First church; Dr. W. IF. Quillain, of 
Grace church; Dr. R. W. Bigham, of Mer- 
ritt’'s avenue; Rev. W. W. Brinsfield, of 
Payne Memorial church; Rev. S. B. Led- 
better, of Epworth church; Rev. R. Toombs 
DuBose, of Inman Park church; Rev. Hen- 
ry Ellis, of St. John; Rev. Joel T. Daves, 
of Park street: Rev. W. V. Atkinson, 
Walker street, and Rev. Mr. Edmondson, of 
St. Paul. 

So far as I have been able to gather 
there will but few changes in the At- 
lanta agsignments by this conference. 

The Presiding Officer. 

Bishop W. W. Duncan, the presiding ofi- 
cer of the conference, lives at Spartanburg, 
S. C., and was for years president of Wof- 
ford college. He was elected to the episco- 
pacy in 1856, at Richmond. He is a man cof 
ripe scholarship, and one who has had the 
fullest advantages of birth, education, trav- 
el, and affluence. He is a man of strong 
convictions and boldness of speech. He 
prefers rather to drive home helpful truths, 
even though they may be homely in their 
nature, than to &ppeal to the graces of ora- 
tory and fllghts of eloquence. He is a fine 
presiding officer, ‘possessing a thorough 
knowledge of the law of the church and of 
parliamentary procedure, and ts prompt and 
firm in his rulings. 

Two Questions of Interest. 

The only two questions of interest that 
broke the regular routine of the day’s pro- 
ceedings were the motion to divide the 
conference and the case of Rev. Joe) T.

Reviewing pension mMaiters, 
Bliss reports 635.000 Claims of classes 
pending, and says a s¢parate division has 
been organized tor the adju ‘ication of the 
claims growing out of the war with Spain. 
These soldiers will receive their pensions 
under the general laws for permanent in- 
jurics. He also concurs in tne recommen- 
dation for the creation of a eommission 
to revise the pension laws and regulations 
in the interest of a future reljabie, intelli- 
gent and uniform practice. Early legisla- 
tive enactment for the taking of the 
twelfth census is urged in yiew of tie 
necessary large amount of work prepara- 
tory to the enumeration of the population. 

During the year the geological survey 
surveyed topographically 80,457 equare 
miles, making a total now completed of 
approximately one-fourth of the aren of 
the entire country, exclusively of Aluska. 

The advancement along edueational lines 
is Outlined bv an increase of over a quar- 
ter of a million of school pupils in the 
United States for the fiscal vear 1897-98, 
over the previous one, but vet the total 
average amount of schooling per individual 
1e whole United States, measured by 
the present standard, does not quite equal 
five vears of 2.0 days each for each inhab- 
tant. The total number of school pupiis 
in the country, in elementary pul-lie and 
privat? schools, colleges, universities, high 
schools and academies, is put at 146,255.095, 

The reindeer and their Lapland drivers 
‘fn Alaska have largely nassed into tne ser- 
vice of the nostoffice department, and are 
now being distributed carrying the 
Yukon mai) up and down the valley of the 
Yukon. through a thousand miles of secat- 
tered mining settlements In the wilderness. 

Wants Revenue from Alaska. 

Secretary Bliss, summing up to the re- 
port of Governor Brady, of Alaska, calls 
attention to the diffleulty of preventing 
the smuggling of liquor into Alaska. Smug- 
giing prevails and saloons are open in all 
of the towns and mining camps. The 
governor believes that Alaska should, and 
van pay, revenue into the United States 
treasury. 

Under a high license law he estimates 
that the liquor traffle would yield an an- 
nual revenue of not less than $200,000; a 
tax of a few cents per of salmon 
would produce $35,000 to $00,000; 10 cents per 
tun on wharfage collected during the past 
year would have viclded ‘$100,000. He rec- 
ommends, however, that any system of 
taxation for the territory be deferred until 
land laws shall have been previded. 

Many sections of Alaska. it jis shown, 
are suitable for agricultural purposes. 
With proper eare cattle can be raised in 
the milder districts. It cannot be doubt- 
ed that in the course of time vast herds of 
reindeer will cover the plains of northern 
Alaska, and a few thousand dollars spent 
now in helping the Mskimo to obtain herds 
will save the expenditure of many thvuu- 
sands in the future. 

The fur seal are 
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doomed uniess pelagic 
sealing can be stopped. The branding of 
female seals has proved a success, The 
brands render qhe pelts valueless and show 
that the United States has a property right 
to the animal. The vweéis ng of blue foxes 
is becoming an important industry. 

Representation in congress for the citt- 
zens of Alaska is strongiv urged. 

The past year has been one o? great 
progress ‘in mining operations. Many 
Americans who located claims in the north- 
west territory have abandoned them and 
have settled on the Alaskan side of the 
international boundary line, where a new 
town, Eagle Citv. has sprung up. here 
has been great development in quartz min- 
ing in southeast Alaska and along the 
coast as far Tnalaska. Coal has been 
discovered near the upper Yukon, the Ta- 
nana and on Prince Willlam sound. 

Public Buildings at Sitka. 

Publfe buildings at Sitka are urgently 
needed for the accommodatian of the offi- 
cials. It is recommended that congress ap- 
propriate $110,000 for the erection of a pen- 
itentiary and ather buildings. 

An osppropriation of $69.000 for the educa- 
tion of children in AlaSka is earnestly re- 
commended, 

Attention is called to the fact 
rapid invrease of the number 
plying Alaskan waters necessitates the erec- 
tion of many light houses, Other recom- 
mendations include @ monthly mail service 
between Sitka and Una.askia, cable gonnec- 
tion between the United. States and Alaska.

Washington, November 24.—In his annual 
report George E. Roberts, the director of 
the mint, says: 

“The most important events of the fiscal 
year in the world of gold finance have 
been the consummation of the long-planned 
resumption of specie payments by Russia 
in gold, the reorganization of the monetary 
System of Japan with gold as the standard, 
and the refusal of the government of India 
fo co-operate with the governments of the 
United States and France in an effort to 
Qa fol 1.4 ‘a an ‘ . - . 
establish bimetallism by international 
agreement. 

The gold coinage of the world in 1897 
— the largest recorded, amounting in 
— ear $128 ,.000,000. against $195,000, - 

) in 189%. Of the former sum $146,000,000 
_. recoinage, Tne principal coinage was 
DY Tne United States, Great Britain, Russia. 
vermany, Austria-Hungary, France and 
Japan. rhe €xXtraordinary coinage of the 
year is accounted for by the preparations 
of Russia, Austria-Hungary and Japan for 
their monetary reforms. Jn the case of 
Russia particularly, gold, which has been 
accumulating for years, much of it in bars 
was passed through tne mints to prepare 
li for circulation, 

“The completion of tussia’s plans of 
monetary reform and the opening to the 
uses of commerce of her great gold reserve, 
systematically gathered year by year until 
it is the greatest single hoard of treasure 
the world ever saw, is in itself a most 
notable event. 

“The development of Russia, her position 
an exporter of breadstuffs, her policy 
of developing home manufactures, will al] 
tend to protect her stock of gold and make 
use for more, but her own gold production 
is increasing, and unless she is about to 
enter a period of unprecedented activity 
and development, seems likeiy to supply 
needs, 

Wants ‘the Currency. 
“Throughout the world. among all . peo- 
= ‘ , ° : . ey 4 
ples who are sufficiently civilized and am- 
bitious to have international intercourse, 
there is manifest a desire to bring their 
own currenctes into definite and‘stable re- 
taliations with the money of the peoples 
with whom they trade. 

“It was to escupe from fluctuations of the 
Russian currency, Which in 1892 reached 
9.6 per cent and in 1891 28 per eent, that the 
Russian government has fixed its paper 
money at the gold standard. For the same 
reason Austria-Hungary and Japan have 
lately done likewise. IPor the same reason 
India closed its mints to the unrestricted 
coinage of silver and hag been struggling 
Since to hold its rupee at the fixed value 
of 26 pence, It is for this reason that even 
Peru, with its comparatively small foreign 
trade, has closed its mints to the unlimited 
coinage of silver, 

“It is for this reason 
ment of France, while 
ternational agreement upon the bimetallic 
money standard, will not entertain any 
proposition that involves a possible separa- 
tion of her own curreney trom the standard 
used by the other tmportant commercial 
nations of the world. 

Reviewing the efforts of the Woleott in- 
ternational bimetallic commission. the. di- 
rector. says that the sentiment in favor 
of a bimetailie monetary standard, sup- 
ported by international agreement, inad 
found expression not only by the Jegisla- 
tive bodies of “rance and Germany, but of 
Great Britain, and jt had therefore seemed 
Opportune that a conference should be held 
With a view to ascertaining what con- 
certed action might be agreed upon. 

Mr. Roberts said: ‘‘A single nation, act- 
ng alone, is certain to lose the dearer metal 
entirely and retain only the cheaper as its 
Standard. Thus, any eountry under 
present conditions to open its mints to the 
unrestricted coinage of both gold and 
ver at 16 to 1,. or any thereabout ratio 
wonld mean for it to lose what gold it poa- 
sessed, because that metal would surely 
go where it Was rated higher. If. however, 
there was no country in the world where 
it was Jegally rated higher there would b»2 
no place to which it might go for monetary 
use, Ajlowing that the ratio originally 
ugreed to Wus approximately the market 
ratio, the valuation thus coinciding: with 
the judgment of the commercial world, 
there seems every reason to believe 
such an international agreement 
accomplis! its purpose. 

‘Great as was the world’s produetion of 
rold in 1897,"" continued the director, 
“amounting to the value of $237,544,800, and 
exceeding that of 1886 by $34,822,500, it ia, 
judging by the returns already ot thand,

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A former citizen of Massachusetts who 
now fives in North Carolina, and who 
is “a republiacn in_ principle, but 
a democrat in practice’ because he under- 
stands the situation there, has vvritten 
a letter to The Boston Transcript in 
which he does some very plain talking, 
and in which he describes with a terri- 
ble terseness the condition of affairs 
quite recently prevalent in North Caro- 
lina. Irom his letter we take this sum- 
mary statement: 

I cannot help but take with The 
Transempt in its position with regard to 
the negro in the south, as a Massachusetts 
man of republican antecedants who has 
lived for some years in the south The 
Face question is not so much an objection 
to the color, but more against ignorance. 
Suppose a town in New England was con- 
trolled by a low, ignorant set of people 
Who were greatly in the majority, and who 
were bound closely together and elected 
Some of their number to all the offices— 
magistrates, judges, police, ete.—and their 
prejudice against the educated people so 
Breat that they opposed them in every- 
thing, for no better reason-than racial dis- 
like. That when their number be- 
came beiter educated than rest and 
Was elected to office, would vent his 
spleen on all who were not allied to him. 
An appeal to courts they controlled would 
result in discharge of their own criminals 
and severe sentences frequently or trumped. 
up charges against the educated classes 
for the mere enjoyment of ses ing some one 
better endowed than they suffer: and be- 
Cause this class chance to belorg to a great 
political party they received the moral sup- 
port of all the crgans of that party in other 
sections of the county: 

The writer goes on to say that it was 
@ great blunder for the republican party 
to take an ignorant body of men and 
give them without preparation the right 
of suffrage. It Was not only a great 
blunder, it was a great moral wrong 
inflicted on the race itself, as history 
shows, but never while the world stands 
will the editor of the Transcript be able 
to S@€e this, not because it is not the 
plain truth, but because he is looking 
the other way. His blindness—we are 
all of us blind in some matters of more 
or less importance—is shown by the 
comments which he makes on the letter 
from which we have made the foregoing 
extract, He launches his mind in the 
air, sends it back to the abolition cam- 
paign, and then allows it to sail up to 
the question in hand with the remark 
that the republican organization is stil] 
drawing its vigor ‘from its traditional 
advocacy of free manhood and free soil.” 
Then, mistaking wholly the real prob- 
lem at issue, declares that the negro 
“is where the republican placed him, 
and if it leaves him to his hopeless plight 
now, its place in history will net be an 
enviable one.” 

The negro is where the republican par- 
ty placed him! How full of bitter truth. 
how full of awful significance is that 
Simple statement! Interpret it as his- 
tory will interpret it, and the great 
crime stands out dark and sinister. Here 
is a truth that will knock at the door 
of the northern conscience for genera- 
tions: the negro was not made a voter 
for his own protection nor for his own 
benefit, but for the benefit of a political 
party. Whatever that party was when 
Abraham Lincoln held its policies in 
his hand, it has been eroveling in the 
mire since that ereat soul took its 
flight. It fell into the hands of trading 
and trifling politicians. We say it was 
a crime against the negro and humanity 
to arm ignorance with the ballot. and 
thus inevitably make it the victim of its 
own folly, and of designing men. 

We look in vain in The Transcript’s 
comments for. any earnest or inspirine 
word. It is al! party, party: the party 
did this, the party pledged that. and the 
party must seitice the other. We submit 
that the real question is far above and 
beyond party; and no thoughtful man 
can afford to discuss it on party lines, 
for that would be to obscure truth, jus- 
tice and charity. Ifthe republican party 
had left the negro question alone a qaur- 
ter of a century ago, thousands of lives 
would have been saved and the race 
would have been farther advanced on 
all lines of progress, especially those 
that lead to enlightened citizenship. 
There is no question as to whether the 
negro is to be left to his hopeless plight. 
The Constitution doesn’t propose to 
leave him there. It has seen him in 
plights apparently more hopeless than 
the present one, but remembering the old 
plantation types, it feels sure that there 
is a saving element somewhere in the 
race, an element that will come to the 
front in good time, and mould the ne- 
ero into all the shapes of good citizen- 
ship. 

Neverthless, The Constitution is even 
more certain now than it was twenty- 
five years ago that the saving element 
will not be found in politics—-even more 
certain now than then that present safe-

The Irony of Genius. 

The discussion of the negro question 
at the north by those who know noth- 
ing about it reminds us of a very re- 
markable phenomenon in regard to Mrs. 
Stowe's book, “Uncle Tom's Cabin.” 
When that remarkable book was pub- 
lished it was hailed everywhere, north 
and south, as an unanswerable attack on 
southern slavery. Th fact that the au- 
thor intended it as such was accepted 
everywhere, by everybody, as a guaran- 
tee that the intention was carried out. 
The vast multitude that read the book 
were sure of it, and the many who re- 
fused to read it were surer still. No- 
body stopped to analyze it: nobody took 
time to disavow the moral of the book. 
Surely it is not straining terms to re- 
fer to this fact as a most remarkable 
phenomenon, not to be explained nor 
understood. 

But about twenty years ago a south- 
ern author, who had himself written a 
book in which an old. sbave figured as 
the majn character, referred in the pref- 
ace to the fact that, in essentials, “Uncle 
‘Tom's Cabin” is a defense of slavery as 
it existed in the south. Hie made no 
effort to show why the book had been 
misunderstood, but made the plain bare 
Statement and went on about his busi- 
ness. 

It is remarkable that this statement 
was not challenged by any critie at the 
north, A Boston newspaper referred 
to it with an expression of surprise, but 
that was all. Now, the question arises, 
what will be the feelings of a reader, 
two hundred years from now, who picks 
up “Uncle Tom’s Cabin,”’ should the book 
survive so long. as we trust it will? In 
the first place, he will have no prepos- 
sessions one way or the other; he will 
approach the book with a mind open, 
untainted and unstained by any preju- 
dices against the south or against the 
north. If he analyzes the book as he 
reads, what will he find as tbe most 
prominent facts in the book, facts that 
stand out from the rest. and constitute 
the moral and purpose of the story? He 
will find three—first, Uncle Tom himself, 
intelligent, refined, loyal and imbued 
with a tenderness most touching. Well 
he was a product of southern slavery; 
second, there is little Eva, who reaches 
the point of perfection in all its details. 
She is simply angelic. Yet she was the 
product of southern slavery—that awful 
institution which even Mrs. Stowe be- 
lieved, with her creations before her 
eyes. had nothing but evil in its greedy 
maw. Third and last, there was Le- 
gree, an unforgetable wretch, cruel, 
bloodthirsty, heavy-handed, glowing 
with meanness from head to foot. Well,

Legree was a free-soil product, a Ver- 
monter. 

Now, what will the impartial reader of 
the future think of these, the read les- 
sons of the book? Will he not conclude 
that both sides to the great conflict had 
substantial facts to -go upon? Will he 
noj say that slavery, as administered by 
the southern people, was the mildest 
form of human servitude the world ever 
saw; that it was not an unmixed evil; 
that an institution which could develop 
and elevate the nature and characters 
of those whom it held in bondage, has 
much, very much, to say for itself when 
impartial history calls it to account? 

However, we have no idea of disturb- 
ing the nerves of any one. We merely 
call attention to a very extraordinary 
feature of “Uncle Tom’s Cabin” which 
was lost sight of in-the days when peo- 
Ple shut their eyes and shook their fists 
at one another. Mrs. Stowe was firm- 
lv of the belief that the book was an 
inspiration, and the features to which 
we have called attention certainly go 
far to sustain her belief. It would be 
interesting to know whetker she her- 
self ever discovered how far she was 
carried in making all that is agreeable, 
touching, tender, just and loyal in her 
book, the product of slavery. 

The unconscious irony of genius is at 
its high-water mark here.

Small Economics. 

We referred yesterday to the Hay fes- 
tival which was so successfully inau- 
gurated in Albany a few years ago by 
Editor Henry lL. McIntosh, and to the 
later action of the city authorities in 
offering premiums for the best crops of 
hay and samples thereof. 

This is really an important movement, 
and embodies a piece of economy that 
is almost vital to the comfortable ex- 
istence of the agricultural classes under 
the changed financial conditions. There 
is no part of Georgia where immense 
crops of hay may not be raised with the 
slightest effort imaginable. In this 
state we have two grasses—one imported 
and the other indigenous—which, with 
a little attention, would run timothy 
and clover out of the markets wherever 
there was competition. We refer to 
bermuda and crab grass. The first 
grows on any soil. With a little at- 
tention, such as it receives in the Oconee 
meadows of Putnam and Greene coun- 
ties, it produces marvelous crops. 

Crab grass needs hardly any atten- 
tion. All that is necessary is to turn 
under the weeds in any uncultivated field 
in July, and the result will be a fine 
crop of crab grass hay. It springs up 
in the corn ficlds and in the cotton 
patches, and it would be possible for a 
farmer to make more money from the 
crab grass that now goes to waste in the 
middle rows and in the fence corners 
than from the cotton in the same field. 

For good hay is a cash crop, as many 
of our people have found out to their 
cost. We have seen many a farmer

WHAT OUR CONSULS 
HAVE TO WRITE ABOUT. 


Under date of October 8th Consul Gencral 
Stowe, of Cape Town, writes to an export 
association in Chicago as follows: ‘“‘There 
is little timber in this couniry, and conse- 
quently all furniture and other articles 
made from timber must imported. 
American oak, ash and even the cheaper 
weods stained or painted and varnished are 
acceptable. Medium-priced furniture is 
what is wanted, although much of the 
elaborate and high-priced could be sold. I 
Have seen only one screen door here, and 
that was made by an American for his own 
home. The people here know nothing of fly 
screens, though they are as necessary as in 
America. I am of the opinion that the de- 
mand wou'd be large if they were once in- 
troduced, but the price must be satisfac- 
tory.

“Owing to the fall in the price of wheat 
the millers of south Africa reduced 
the price of flour 6d (21.1 cents) per 100 
pounds wholesale. Quotations 17s 6d to 18s 
3d ($4.257 to $4.44) per 100 pounds. Australian 
and California wheat is offered at 18s 4d to 
21s 6d ($4.44 to $5.108) per 100 pounds. Each 
steamer from America brings large guant!- 
ties and 20,593 bags have recently arrived 
from Valparaiso. Corn is quoted at 14s 6d 
($3.527) per 100 pounds in Cape Town and 
18s 3d ($4.44) in Johannesburg. The demand 
continues, and supplies do not satisfy it; 
the same is true of American corn meal. 
This is quoted at 17s ($.136) per 1% pounds 
and colonial meal at 19s ($4.62) per 200 
pounds. Large importations recently ar- 
rived from America per steamships Strat- 
ford, Britannia and Strathness and 11,733 
bags were brought by steamship Algona 
from Montevideo. There is also an enorm- 
ous demand for samp, a new article of im- 
ported foodstuff, which is winning the mar- 
ket, even to the detriment of corn, large 
quantities arriving.

These, too, are shipments direct 
to the United States and do not include the 
large shipments made to London and there 
sold and transshipped to America, which 
would be likely to go by a direct line, if 
one were.running.” 
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Under date of October 13th, Consul Van 
Buren sends the news that two companies 
are being formed at Niece for the manufac- 
ture of plaster and cement upon a large 
scale. He says: “I would suggest that you 
forward catalogues and prices of your ma- 
chinery to Mr. Frederick Repossi, commis- 
sion agent, 9 Rue d’Amerique (Place Wash- 
ington), Nice, who is making a specialty of 
working up an American export trade.

Tampering with the Jury Lists.

Some Peculiar Facts.

An analysis of this showed that their 
suspicions had ampie reason for being 
aroused. Of the 275 names on the list, it ig 
claimed that 192 were residents of Madison 
county and all] of them partisans, business 
associates or political friends of the hvs- 
band of the contestant, and that the 
maining names from other counties of the 
district were almost invariably the names 
of the political friends of McDonnel’s law- 
yer, Judge Richardson. This may have 
peen mere coincidence, but Messers. Shelby 
and Waiker,. the attorneys for Dr. Jordan, 
did not think so. Armed with the griginal 
list. and the other facts in the case they 
went to Montgomery and laid the mattes 
before Judge Bruce. The Judge at once di- 
rected the removal of the jury commissioncr 
and appvinted a new one, had the jury box 
emptied and a new list of names put in and 
new jurors drawn.

THE PASSING THRONG. 


Lieutenant Dixon, commissary officer of 
the Third Kentucky regiment, passed 
through Atlanta yesterday en route to Co- 
lumbus, whereehis cAimand is stationed. 
He is from Lexington, in which city his 
Son died a few days ago of typhoid fever. 

Until yesterday Lieutenant Dixon had 
not been to Atlanta since 1865. when he 
was here with Sherman as a sergeant in 
the Fourteenth Kentucky regiment of un- 
lon infantry. In spite of the wonderful 
change Atlanta has undergone since then, 
Lieutenant Dixon says he retains 
a clear idea of the direction in 

which Sherman entered, marching 
against Hood. He remembered the 
earthworks the confederates threw up 
out in the northwestern part of the city, 
and for the sake*of auld lang syne, he 
paid them a visit yesterday. 

“This is a cool reception to what I got 
when we came in the sixties,’ he said. 

Speaking of the kicks in the army about

“I have never heard ‘a kick from my 
men,’’ he declared. “I issue them more 
than they can eat, And I think that in all 
cases the rations allowed by the govern- 
ment, if faithfully issued, will prove suf- 
ficient.”’

“Tlowever, whether council takes favora- 
ble action upon the suggestion or not—and 
1 am sure it will not~I do not think the 
Strike will become general. The onera- 
tives are in no position to take a step of 
the kind, while the mills are well pre- 
pared. They have run ahead of their or- 
ders. And it would make no difference to 
them if the looms were stopped for a time. 

“One strange phase of the situation is 
that the officers of the Augusta mills offer 
to pay © per cent more than whatever is 
the wage scale of the mills across the riv-

Washington, November 24.--A clear and 
concise business-like statement of sv much 
of the operations of the navy department 
during the war as relatiag to the procure- 
rent and care of ships and eenerally to 
the material is provided in the arnual re- 
port of Assistant Secretary Alien, just 
made public. 

Among other things, the assistant secre- 
tary was charged with the procurement 
of vessels for the auxiliary navy. He says 
that che work was miunaged with the ut- 
most care not only as to the quality of 
the ships, but also to the price paid, and 
he commends ‘the intelligence and fidelity 
ot the board headed by Captain Rodgers 
which inspected the vessels purchased, In 
numerous instances the department paid 
very much less than the price asked for 
ships, and in some less than the 
prive recommended the inspection 
board. 

Mr. Ailen has declared open to public 
inspection all ¢he correspondence relating 
to the purchase of these vessels and their 
price. In leaving this branch of his report, 
he refers with pleasure to the generous 
patriotism of the friends in its time of 
need, naming F. August Schermerhorn 
and W. R. Hearst, who had offered to the 
government their private yachts, Free- 
lance and Buccaneer, respectively. 

Mr. Allen refers briefly to the charter of 
four fine vessels of the American line, 
which he satd performed valuable service 
for «he army and navy, and he said that 
in the settlement with the company he be- 
lieves the government saved a considerable 
amount of money by paying the company 
a lumy sum as an equivalent for the ex- 
pense of placing the ships in condition. 

Auxiliary Neval Force. 

The organization of the auxiliary naval 
force, 2s well as the purchase of the ships, 
was conducted by the assistant secretary's 
office, ar«l the reports show that on this 
account but $720,639 was expended in an ap- 
propriation of $3,000,000.. The assistant see- 
retary speaks in tegyms of highest praise 
of the naval war college, which says 
has rendered valuable service in stimulat- 
ing our officers of high rank to professional 
advancement and in the collection and ar- 
rangement of prefessional information 
as to render it of the highest value to our 
officers, He believes that the institute 
should be encouraged and « verything done 
sp ownsat. still more efficient and useful.

its present location at Newport to Annapo- 
lis, where it will form a post-graduate 
course for the n@val aeademy.

War, supplemented by enrollment from the 
seafaring places to whom the amount of 
pay during service, the transportation to 
and from their practice stations and the 
uniforms furnished would bé a sufficient 
inducement. 

Wants Revenue from Alaska. 

The cost to the government would be 
$144,000, and Mr. Allen submits the drafts 
of a bill to carry out his views on this 
point. 

Between October 24 and 5tb the assistant 
secretary made a visit of inspection to all 
the navy yards on the eastern coast from 
Norfoik, Va., to Portsmouth, N. H.. and 
his observations on this occasion were made 
the subject of a special report to the secre- 
tary of the navy. Speaking generally of 
his ccnclusions, Mr. Allen suggests that a 
uniform system of auditing be adopted for 
the yards in the interest of both the de- 
partment and the employees. He also sug- 
gests a consolidation of certain ships doing 
similar work under different departments. 

The result of Mr. Allen's inspection of 
the Norfolk navy vard was as follows: 

“There are no modern automatic appli- 
ances for extinguishing fire in the build- 
ings of this yard. The commandant stronrg- 
ly recommends the alteration of the tim- 
ber basin into a deep basin for shipping. 
lf this change were made there would 
an addition of 1,800 feet to the water front 
of the yard.”’ 

Changes are recommendaad tn the shops of 
the steam engineering and the construction 
departments to enable the plants to be en- 
larged to meet existing needs and to allow 
better arrangements. 

Much of the woodwork

ILATEST COTTON CROP ESTIMATE. 


Less Than 10,745,108 Bales Probable, 
According to Mr. Reece, Jr. 
From The Wall Street Journal. 

Mr. Joshua Reece, Jr., who prepared the 
cotton statistics for the bureau of statistics 
of the treasury department for Many years 
up to 1892, estimates the crop of 1898-9 at 
10,745.108 bales: with the reservation ,that 
under very favorable conditions it may so 
889.719 bales higher, but will not in- any 
event exceed 11,134,827 bales. The praqbability 
is, in his judement, that the crop will be 
lower than his first estimate. 

Whether correct or not, the opinion is 
gaining ground that this yvear’s cotton crop 
Will hardly reach 11,000,000 bales, as com- 
pared with 11,180,900 bales last yvear. Some 
features certainly point that way, and con- 
tinue to attract increasing wttention on 
the part of operators. Wet weather retard- 
ed picking, and@ much cotton was ruined 
thereby, while a greater quantity is endan- 
gered by the’ scarcity of labor.

Fashions in Old New England,” describes 
the first Thanksgiving observed in New 
England, gleaning her information from 
the following letter, wriiten December 11, 
1621, by KMdward Winsiow: 

“Our harvest being got in, our governor 
sent four men on fowling so that we might 
after a especial] manner rejoice together 
after we had gathered the fruits of our 
labors. They four killed as much fowl as 
with a ilitle help beside served the com- 
pany about aweek. At which times among 
other recreations we exercised our arms. 
many of the Indians coming among us, and 
among the rest their greatest king, Mas- 
sosolt, with some ninety men whom for 
three days we entertained and feasted, 
and they went out and Killed five deer 
whieh they broveht and bestowed on our 
governor, and upon the captains and 
others. 

“Ags Governor Bradford specified that 
during that autumn ‘\‘beside waterfoule 
ther was great store of wild turkies,’ we 
can have the satisfaction of feeling sure 
that at that first Pilefim Thanksgiving 
our forefathers and foremothers had tur- 
keys. 

“Thus fared the Pilgrims better at their 
Thanksgivings than did their English 
brothers, for turkeys were by no means 
plent iful in England at that time 

“Though there were but fifty-five Eng- 
lish to eat the Pilcrim Th: inksgiving feast, 
there were ‘partakers in plent y.” and the 
ninety sociable Indians did not come 
empty-handed, but joined fraternally in 
provision for the feast, and probably in 
the games. 

“These recreations were. -vithout dou bt, 
competitions in ruaaine, Siioten jumping, 
and perhaps stool ball, a popular game 
played by both sexes, in which a ball wag 
driven from Stool to stool or wicket to 
wicket. 

“During that chilly November week 
Plymouth, Priscilia Mullins and Yonn 
den May haye ‘recreated’ themselves with 
this ancient form.of croquet--if any rocre- 
ation was possible for the four women of 
the colony, who, with the help of one ser- 
vant and a few young girls or maidekins. 
had to prepare ani cook for three days 
for one hundred and twenty hungry men 
ninety-one of them be sing Indians.

F. Woodson, Jacob Elsas, Joel Hurt and 
Lamar Collier, who might be induced to 
act as trustees without pay since they 
would thus be giving their services to pro- 
mote the city’s welfare... With the eum 
mentioned, he proposes that the trustees 
begin at once the erection of a cotton fac- 
tory to cost when completed the full sum 
of $300,000, exclusive of the rea} estate upon 
which it is to be built, as he believes that 
any one of Atlanta’s property owners would 
be glad enough to donate rea] estate for 
this purpose. When everything Is in readi- 
ness he proposes that the trustees go into 
the market and without delay proceed at 
once to dispose of the factory even though 
it may be necessary to sell for less than 
cost. In that event Atlanta would still be 
getting the benefit of the .improvement.

Kalb county new courthouse was laid yes- 
terday afternoon with impressive Masonic 
ceremonies. A large number of citizens, 
many ladies from Decatur and elsewhere, 
and Masons from Atlanta, Decatur and 
Lithonia were present. 

The ceremonies were announced 
o'clock, but it was an thour later be?ore 
they began. The number of people who 
Came from al] parts of the county showed 
that great interest was felt in the occasion. 
The courthouse square was filled with peo- 
ple, many of them standing on the plat- 
form that had been placed in front of the 
building. A large number of seats were 
placed on the floors of the building, and 
these were occupied by ladies. The 
Structure was beautifully decorated with 
red, white and blue, and the national flag 
was very prominently placed. 

It gala occasion. The citizens from 
the of the county came early in the 
day and spent the time on the square talk- 
ing of the prospects of the crops. At 2 
o clock the et line of Masons from the 
hall of the Pythagoras lodge filed out of 
the building and came to where the corner 
stone was laid. As soon as the yarrived the 
choir sang “Praise God from Whom Al 
Blessings Flow.’ Prayer was offered by 
Rev. Dr. Patton, and he was followed by 
Hion, Milton C andle ‘Tr, who delivered a short 
address on the history of the county and

Candler pointed out among the 
audience some of the older citizens of the 
county. He mentioned one Rev. Johnson, 
who was present, and said that he was the 
oldest man in the county. The county of 
DeKalb, he said, is just seventy-five years 
old. It was organized in 1823, and there are 
many of the older citizens who know of its 
first progress. The first prisoner in the 
county was John Caldwell, who. when jhe 
Was arrested, was taken to Lawrenceville 
and the sheriff Was paid $25. The first ver- 
dict was rendered against W illiam McClure. 
The foreman of the jury was Hanson 
Taompson, The last verdict made by a 
Jury in the county was only recently, ‘and 
the foreman of this jury was named Han- 
son Thompson. This is a very unusual] in- 
cident. The last foreman is the son of the 
former foreman. 

Colone] Candler said that fifty years ago 
the county of DeKalb had in “ ‘eve ry man- 
ufacturing industry which the people need- 
ed to supply them with necessities. A hat 
factory and a shoe factory located 
in Decatur.
